Says 8-Alarm Phila. Fire “Looks Like Arson” 
Philadelphia—An eight-alarm fire today wrecked a huge paper box 
plant In southw est Philadelphia and threatened for a time to engulf tanks 
containing m illions of gallons of fuel oil and gasoline. 
The flames, visible for miles, caused an estim ated one million and 
a half dollars dam age to the Connelly Container Corp. P lant and leveled 
a wall separating the plant from tanks of the Allied Oil Co. 
The blaze raged out of control for more than an hour and menaced 
Allied Co. tanks containing 3,600,600 gallons of fuel oil aud gasoline 
valued at $420,000. 
Some 15 firemen were treated at the scene for smoke inhalation and 
m inor injuries. Sixty-five pieces of apparatus aud 250 men were thrown 
Into action against the fire. 
Investigators hinted at the possibility of arson. They said an em ­ 
ploye dismissed last week was seen around the Connelly Plant shortly 
before the fire was discovered by a night w atchm an. 
Fire Commissioner Frank L. McNamee said—"This looks like arson." 
The fire started some eight hours after the com pany’s 115 men 
and women on the 4 P. M. to Midnight shift walked out in what the 
com pany culled a w ildcat strike. 
Investigators, however, said they saw no connection between the 
strike and the fire 
j 
Flam es mushroomed around the plant and a brisk wind showered 
the heavily industrial area with sparks. 
Sparks ignited four railroad cars under a covered siding, a shed 
atop the burning cars collapsed and fire gases exploded thunderously 
At this point, a cinder block firew all toppled on two oil company tank 
trucks and onto a garage owned by the Allied Company. 
The flam es began moving tow ard the nearest storage tanks, two 
filled with high octane gasoline.

Books for Babies Available 
At Libraries and Many Shops 


By CARRY ClEVilAND MYERS, Fh.D. I 
"THE Birthright of Babyhood" 
lf a book written In IMO by the 
late Clarence W, Sumner. It give* 
an account of the unusual de­ 
velopment of a service to par­ 
ents and young children at the 
Youngstown, Ohio, Public Li­ 
brary, of which Mr, Sumner wa* 
chief librarian for many year*— 
the 
Mothers’ 
Room, 
founded 
there several years earlier by 
Mr. Sumner, the first of IU kind 
in the world. 
In 1919 he had developed a plan 
for extending the services of a 
public library to hospitals, work­ 
ing out a library technique which 
has spread world-wide. So also 
has the pattern and idea of the 
Mothers' Room spread widely. 
Though only a few public li­ 
braries yet have separate rooms 
for preschool children and their 
parents, many have a special cor­ 
ner or section tor this purpose, 
and all good children'! libraries 
are providing books for the par- 
enU to read fee the baby and 
young child. 
Recent Practise 
Many of you now reading this 
have gone to a public library with 
your tots when they were barely 
beginning to talk, to borrow books 
from which to read to these little 
children. It may not have oc­ 
curred to you that this has been 
a practice of rather recent years. 
And although we learn from 
the biographies of many great 
men and women of the world 
that they were read to in baby­ 
hood, this practice did not spread 
widely to the average home be­ 
fore the last few decades. Indeed, 
thirty years ago nearly all the 
teachings and writings of educa­ 
tors on children stories were on ! stamped envelope sent me in care 
telling stories, not on reading I of this paper.) 


them. As only a few persons could 
tell stories well, relatively few 
children heard them. But slnde 
almost any person can read 
stories that babies and young 
children like to hear—the older 
brotmr or sister, parent, grand* 
parent, maid, babe-sitter — no 
child today needs lo be dented 
this birthright of babyhood. 
When Mr. Sumner, wit* the 
help of his talented wife, assem­ 
bled the books for the Mothers' 
Room about twenty years ago, a 
limited number of books meant 
for reading ta babies and chil­ 
dren was available. They had to 
lean heavily on books meant for 
children In the primary grades 
to read, and the Immortal old 
classics among children’s stories. 
Wealth Now Available 
Since then, hundreds and hun­ 
dreds of very attractive books, 
written and illustrated for the 
preschool child have appeared. 
You have seen them In your pub­ 
lic library and bookstores. They 
are among the best seller!. No 
doubt Mr. 8umner’s pioneer work 
helped a great deal to hasten this 
development. 
I had the privilege to serve as 
consultant on Mr. Sumner’s stall 
and to see first-hand the enthus­ 
iastic use of this service by young 
mothers and fathers and their 
little children. Also, in 1938, Mr. 
Sumner and I together wrote a 
book entitled "Books and Ba­ 
bies." From these experiences, 
from reading to our own children 
when they were very young, and 
observing these children reading 
now to our grandchildren, have 
come much of what I have been 
writing in this column on the 
subject and my special bulletin 
related thereto (to be had In a
